Asserts Russ Aims To Be 


Effected Without 


War or Hate. 


Christianity was portrayed as * 


society in which wealth will be re- 
distributed and poverty abolished 
without the hate and class war of 
communism by Dr. E. Stanley Jones 
in addressing an intense^ atten- 
tive audience of 1.500 young people 
at First Plymouth Con&regational 
church Wednesday evening. 
Adoption of a spiritual code 
which will include a "new deal" for 
foreign missions was urged by Dr. 
Herman Liu. who with Miss Lillian 
L. Picken, spoke at St. Paul M. E. 
church. Rev. Logan Herbert Roots, 
bishop of Hankow. China, gave an- 
other discussion of Chinese mis- 
sionary work at the Holy Trinity 
Episcopal church. 


Aim of Russia. 


"The program of Christianity is a 
program that will do away with 
poverty," Dr. Jones said, "for it is 
in no sense affiliated with a spirit 
that can stand for both wealth and 
poverty. A Christian society will 
mean the redistribution of wealth, 
the redistribution of property and 
the beginning of a new economic 
system. In almost every way, it will 
be closely akin to Russian commu- 
nism except that it will not include 
the Russian class war or class hate 
to bring it about. It does not in- 
clude the ruthlessness of the Rus- 
sian method, but its end is prac- 
tically the same." 
Dr. Jones presented the Chris- 
tian movement as containing four 
other major points. He said that 
Christianity came to bring release 
to all captives whether they are so- 
cial or political captives; he said 
that it came to open the eyes of the 
blind, meaning those physically dis- 
enfranchised in any way; and that 
it came to release the stunted life 
of man. 


Youth Can Remake World. 
Dr. Jones told the youths that 
they were entering into a world 
that was as sorely troubled as the 
world had ever been troubled be- 
fore. He told them that they were 
being bequeathed the most difficult 
problems the world had ever known. 
"You have within your power," he 
said, "to entirely remake the course 
of the world's future, if you will 
but accept the only way by which 
you can do it." 
Following Dr. Jones' address, ft 
religious drama of the east, "Ba 
Thane," was presented by the young 
people of First-Plymouth church. 
Vincent Broady presided over the 
evening session. 


Before the evening meeting, some 


600 young people of the combined 
churches of Lincoln held a banquet 
at First-Plymouth. Speeches were 
delivered by Dr. Herman Chen-en 
Liu, 
president of Shanghai uni- 


versity, and by Dr. Robert E. Speer. 


The group voted almost unanim- 


ously for the organization of a 
Young People's council in Lincoln, 
which would function as an aux- 
iliary to the Council of Religious 
Education. The present young peo- 
ples committee, composed of L. J. 
Davis, Vincent Broady, L. C. Fow- 
ler, Jeanne Jelinek, Hulda Bennett, 
Evelyn Schell, Kenneth Rubrecht, 
Clarence Smith and. Lois Steiner, 
was also voted to continue to serve 
as an executive committee of young 
people. 


Sarah Louise Meyer served as 
toastmistress for the affair. Wil- 
liam Hammond was song leader 
while Ardeth Pierce accompanied 
the singing. 


Battleships Feared. 


At St. Paul Methodist church, 
Dr. Lieu declared that Christianity 
in China is now more wholesome 
and more pure than it has ever 
been, but that many of the natives 
are at a loss to explain why the 
nation which brings them Christi- 
anity and missionaries should fill 
their harbors with battleships and 
gunboats. "Some of the ignorant 
infer that the ships will be used 
by the missionaries to help cut up 
China, as one would a watermelon." 
Dr. Lieu said. 


"Western civilization and Christi- 
anity should not be considered as 
synonymous 
terms," 
added 
the 
speaker, who is president of the 
University of Shanghai. "Differen- 
tiation should be made between the 
two terms." he said, "for the suc- 
cess of Christianity does not de- 
pend upon the western civilization. 
There is much excess baggage in 
the civilization which China can 
get along without." 


Miss Picken discussed the leaven 
of the gospel of Jesus Christ, trac- 
ing the 
many 
developments of 
Christianity 
in 
India, 
showing 


where, in many cases, Christian 
work is being carried on by Hindus 
and Brahmas without aid or in- 
spiration from missionary forces. In 
this way Christianity is making 
much headway in India reaching all 
castes, and tearing down religious 
hatred and religious prejudice. 


Miss Picken sang a native Brah- 


min song which carried the theme 
of Christianity. 


Leading Chinese Converted. 


Bishop Roots spoke to nearly 200 
persons at the All Episcopal dinner, 
at 
the 
Holy 
Trinity Episcopal 
church. 


Rev. 
Roots pointed out that 


Christianity in China is not just a 
passing fancy, and that it is not 
taken up by just a few. He told of 
some of the leading citizens of the 
great nation, who have accepted the 
call of Christ. 
Among them, a 


seventy-seventh grandson of Con- 
fucius, who he declared is perhaps 
the outstanding Christian of the 
world today. 


Rev. E. V. Shayler. bishop of the 


Nebraska diocese of the Episcopal 
church, presided. Rev. Percy W. 
Haughton spoke briefly at the close 
of the address by Her. Roots.

Club Groups Addressed 


By Miss Picken and 


Dr. Yi-Fang-Wu. 


More than three hundred women 


torn Lincoln business groups met 
Wednesday evening at the Lindell 
hotel to hear Dr. Yi-fang Wu of 
inina, and Miss Lillian Picken of 
India speak, in the cause of foreign 
missions. 


"America is known to India, as 


;o most of the foreign countries by 
;he home-censored movies they see," 
kflss Picken declared. 
"They have 
;he idea that we are a nation given 
;o greed, to machinery." 
Since 90 per cent of the 
people 
ive in isolated areas, the work of 
lie Indian missionary is more dif- 
ficult than Americans think. She 
aid tribute to the caseless work of 
Hss Gertrude Roy of Bengal. 
Miss Picken's own field, in which 
she is carrying forward the eradi- 
cation of century old superstitions 
Conned the major part of her talk. 
"More than 5,000,000 of the so- 
cially degraded widows of India are 
under ten years old," Miss Picken 
said. "Widows are degraded becaifce 
.raditionally they are 
their hifs- 
>and's murderesses." This custom as 
well as that of feeding opium, to 
babies is gradually being effaced. • 
China Changing. 
"China is in transition," 
Miss 


Vu said in her talk. "Opportunities 
or Women in China Today." "Wo- 
men cannot yet supply the demand 
"or their work." 
By means of incident. Miss Wu 
also interpreted the changes in cus- 
toms under the empire and those 
ol the new republic. "Women of 
great wealth assisted in the care of 
soldiers of the late undeclared war." 
ihe said, "a thing unheard of. and 
significant of the 
new attitude 
among women." 
The old parental arrangement of 
marriages is now taboo; girls not 
inly may choose their own husbands 
lut may send personal invitations 
to their weddings.

Safety 
Board 
Declares 


Plan Beyond Its 


Scope. 


Mayor Fenton B. Fleming's pro- 


posal of a wheel tax was sent back 
to him without action Wednasday 
afternoon by the board of accident 
prevention, whose members t-ok 
the position that a wheel tax 
ordinance would be a revenue pro- 
ducer and not a traffic or safety 
regulation, and hence beyond the 
scope of the board. A resolution re- 
jecting the proposal was introduced 
by F. L. Williams. 
Before the resolution was ap- 
proved 
the 
board rejected 
an 
amendment asking that the city's 
share of the state gasoline tax b3 
used to defray the expense of semi- 
annual brake and light testing for 
automobiles. 
A complete stud" of four major 


traffic problems is necessary be- 
fore recommendations for the re- 
duction of traffic accidents can bs 
submitted to the city council, the 
board decided by a unanimous vote 
A traffic study is the greatest need 
the vote showed. Next in impor- 
tance come law enforcement studies 
a school where traffic violators 
should be sent and taught driving 
and parallel parking. These other 
subjects were discussed also. 
Running red lights. 
Fixing traffic tickets. 
Too many stop streets. 
Left turns 
No hand signals. 
Trucks—no rear vision mirrors; and end 
gates down. 
Safe speeds approaching intersections. 
Night perking without tail lights. 
Rough railway crossings. 
Blind corners—poor vision or none at all. 
Uniform stop signal*. 
Law enforcement. 
Parallel parking on O street. 
Traffic survey. 
Discussions 
of 
these 
subjects 
brought out that many of the safety 
board believe that running the red 
lights is a problem that is beyond 
control of the police or laws enacted 
by the city council. This is espe- 
cially true, it was argued, when the 
automatic signals are operated with- 
out the amber lights. "As long as 
the amber lights are missing, just 
that long will drivers jump the gun, 
and endanger pedestrian traffic," V. 
G. Hill contended. Many agreed 
with him. 
Mr. Hill also declared that Lin- 


coln has too many stop streets. The 
practice over the country tends 
toward the elimination of stops, he 
said. This brought out statements 
by several that Lincoln has too 
many kinds of stop signs, and a 
lack of uniformity in their location. 
Parallel parking was advanced as 


one of the best safety measures that 
can be adopted by any city. State- 
ments that merchants .would oppose 
nullifying angle parking in the 
congested district were declared un- 
sound. 
A survey of parking conditions on 
O street will be made with a view 
to determining the attitude of the 
merchants and whethar the parallel 
parking is applicable on that thor- 
oughfare. 
Many of the members 


of the board believe it is, and as- 
serted that a large number of mer- 
chants are advocating it since the 
car tracks have been removed. 
The educational committee of the 
Dard will meet at the city hall next 
Wednesday afternoon at 2 o'clock.

"These 
reports he is putting out are a lot 
of hooey. Why, he can't even get 
into the Fanners' union in his own 
state." Struck By Simpson. 


Ricker said that Simpson said to 
him, "You lied about me." and that 
he replied he had not, after which 
Simpson struck him. 
"He meant, of course, my state- 


ment that he was a disappointed 
candidate for secretary of agricul- 
ture," Ricker commented. The com- 
ment referred to was made by 
Ricker after Simpson had barred 
the St. Paul man from the conven- 
tion sessions Wednesday. 
Anti-administration forces In the 


union ranks consolidated their posi- 
tion with the re-election of Simp- 
son as president, and the naming 
of holiday association men to the 
board of directors. 


Simpson scored his victory by 


acclamation. The 
holiday forces 


later placed John Erp, who had been 
defeated as a candidate for vice 
president, and Harry Parmenter, 
Nebraska holiday leader, on the 
board of directors. Erp was select- 
ed to fill a vacancy and Parmentsr 
was named to succeed Congress- 
man W. P. Lambertson of Kansas, 
who In an address before the con- 
vention Monday night had defend- 
ed the administration's farm pro- 
gram. 


Keeney Pulls Out. 


In the contest for the vice presi- 


dency, H. G. Keeney, conservative 
incumbent, president of the Ne- 
braska Farmers' union, withdrew 
after Erp, Minnesota state presi- 
dent and E. H. Everson, South Da- 
kota state president, had been 
nominated. Everson was elected. 


E. E. Kennedy of Kankakee, HI., 


was re-elected secretary-treasurer. 


The smoldering resentemnt that 


many delegates felt toward Simp- 
son was not smothered with his 
re-election and some were out- 
spoken against him. T. E. Howard, 
Denver editor, said after the con- 
vention had broken up that he did 
not believe Simpson 
could have 


done anything that was better for 
his opponents than he did in bar- 
ring Ricker.

The farm administration today com- 
pleted its corn loan contract and 
slaced orders for 1,750,000 copies for 
distribution to farmers who will be 
eligible to obtain loans of 45 cents 
a bushel. 
The first 1,000 copies were air- 


mailed to Ray Murray, Iowa secre- 
;ary of agriculture, for use at a 
school of state sealers who will ex- 
amine corn on which loans will be 
made and seal the bins under the 
state warehouse act. 


The same contract will be used for 
Iowa, Illinois. Nebraska, Colorado, 
Minnesota and South Dakota, which 
lave state warehouse acts making it 
possible to make leans on warehouse 
receipts secured by corn stored and 
sealed on the farm of the growers. 
Another contract form will be 


used in the case of other 
states 
without warehouse acts and where 
farmers will be eligible to loans on 
corn stored in public bonded ware- 
louses. 
The loans will be made through 
the newly formed Commodity Credit 
corporation with $150,000,000 set 
aside for its use by the Reconstruc- 
;ion Finance corporation, which may 
advance $50,000,000 more, with farm 
administrators 
saying they expect 


$200,000,000 to be advanced to corn 
growers. Only those who sign con- 
iracts to reduce their corn and hog 
production under the administra- 
lion's program will be eligible to the 
loans.

The theory of social assurance 


jases itself on a redistribution of 
wealth among the 
entire people 
and this redistribution will have to, 
be effected to do away with un- 
employment, Mr. Epstein 
stated. 


Through inheritance and income 
iaxes and 
by contribution 
from 


those working, enough funds are 
available in the United States to 
pay every unemployed single per- 
son $10 and every family $15 week- 
ly, as long as the unemployment 
period lasts, he said. 
Nebraska has joined 26 other 


states in making a step toward this 
in the old age 
pension law, he 


pointed out, and while he believes 
that the law is a start, it has an 
inherent weakness in that it pro- 
vides for no state supervision. The 
act splits the administration among 
the counties and sweeps away nec- 
essary effective co-operation, he 
said. 
Using the reaction of the people 
in other states as a criterion, Mr. 
Epstein predicted that in Nebras- 
ka too, sentiment 
will crystallize 


solidly behind the old age pension 
law.Mr. Epstein pointed out that be- 
cause social insurance is support- 
ed by everyone contributing and no

WHERE DO THEY LEAD? 


J 


OHN A. SIMPSON, the fiery head of the Na- 


tional Farmers union, ejected an editor from 


the sessions of the national convention now being 
held In Omaha on the ground the latter was not an 
accredited representative. 


There had been a split between the editor, A. W 


Ricker, who has charge of the fanners' union organ 
In Wisconsin, North Dakota, and Montana, and Mr 
Simpson. Ricker has been supporting the Roosevelt 
administration In the columns of the publication over 
which he presides. Simpson has been a most bitter 
and harsh critic of the president. 


After his expulsion from the convention, Editor 


Ricker charged Simpson's every action in the agrar- 
ian revolt has been actuated by the fact that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt refused to appoint him secretary of 
agriculture. Of course, Mr. Simpson will appreciate 
he b In a position which leaves him wide open to 
that charge, whether there are any grounds for it or 
not. The head of the National Farmers' union in the 
last campaign supported Mr. Roosevelt. Either with 
or without his approval, he was mentioned frequent- 
ly as a cabinet possibility. And then after appoint- 
ments had been made, after the farm program pro- 
jected by Wallace at the head of the department of 
agriculture had gotten underway, Simpson' lashed 
forth in a series of caustic addresses. 


The situation reveals one of the reasons why the 


farm problem is complex. It is complicated not only 
because of the varied character, due to the many 
branches of farming, but because of an abundance of 
leaders of conflicting views and opinions, who pre- 
sume to speak for the farmer. Simpson Is one of 
them. Milo Reno Is another. The list could be aug- 
mented until it attained the most formidable- pro- 
portions. No group of them sees alike or. thinks 
Mike or speaks alike. Each one believes his plan 
represents a panacea for the ills confronting agri- 
culture, and they add to their convictions a certain 
measure of Intolerance. 
All of which Is damaging 


and injurious to a sane and an orderly settlement of 
a real problem, upon the solution of which the sta- 
bility and prosperity of the middle west depends. 


To an of the various types of farm leaders, there Is 


meat and bread In hell raising. Just what capacity 
has Milo Reno revealed for sound leadership in the 
formulation of a national policy for agriculture? 
Through" him, the farm holiday movement got under- 
way. And while be has counseled against violence, It 
has been attended by bloodshed, by disturbance and 
disorders, by destruction of property, and In the end 
has served only to give the farming regions and 
farming a black eye. 


These men who have been loosening a barrage of 


criticism against the plan put into effect to improve 
the status of agriculture should do some sober think- 
ing. Today, the price levels of the three principal 
grams are much unproved over what they were when 
Mr. Roosevelt took office.

Beyond doubt, the renewed hope, the re- 
newed confidence and faith of the American people 
hi an energetic leadership In Washington, bent upon 
accomplishing recovery, has had much to do with the 
Improvement In conditions. Would Mr. Simpson or 
Mr. Reno deny to the president the credit for 33 cent 
torn here In Nebraska, Instead of the 10 and 12 cent 
eom which prevailed last February? Would they re- 
fuse to give him credit for a doubling hi the price of 
wheat? 


Neither the president nor any one else suggests 


that present conditions are satisfactory. Washington 
is aware acutely that the farmer still is confronted 
by a desperate emergency and is doing everything 
within its power to aid and assist. Here In five Ne- 
braska counties within the last week, hundreds of 
thousands of dollars have been received to be dis- 
tributed among wheat growers as a bonus for re- 
ducing acreages. Millions more will pour into this 
state to encourage reduction of com and hogs. It Is 
the people of the crowded cities who will pay this 
money to the farmer In the form of processing taxes 
on foodstuffs. Mr. Simpson and Mr. Reno were cry- 
ing for the restoration of economic equality for the 
fanner, and now they add their cries to those com- 
ing from the Industrial east when it seems there Is 
possibility of the realization of a more equal division 
of national Income. They storm and rave and stamp 
and find fault. They are jeopardizing in truth the 
only plan which Is before the country at this time. 


score of comedies came from his desk. He wrote his* 
wry, and his work on "Charles XH of Sweden" re- 
mains a model of biographical analysis and histori- 
cal transcription. Essays, poems, criticisms, literary 
encyclopedias—there was. not a single form of writ- 
ing affecting thought to which he did not devote 
himself. And yet for all of that, his place in litera- 
ture has been more or less the subject of debate. 


In one respect, .Voltaire was different than any of 


his type in that particular period. He was a shrewd 
business man. He accumulated a great fortune. His 
career terminated as the master of a princely estate, 
and at one time, he maintained four large residences 
In different parts of Europe—one in Geneva, one in 
France, a third in the Swiss canton of Vaud, and a 
fourth at Cardinia. Explaining it himself, Voltaire 
said that he had seen all writers of his day'poor and 
despised, and he made up his mind he would not in- 
crease the number. 


Arliss succeeds in making Voltaire seem far more 


human and real than any of his biographers. But 
on the screen, he Is not the man described in cold 
type.

DOING THEIR PART. 


THE 'results of special elections held In three Ne- 


braska towns Tuesday Indicate that the resi- 


dents of those municipalities do not Intend to de- 
pend upon the government at Washington to do all 
that shall be done to overcome the depression and 
return the people of the nation to profitable employ- 
ment. 


In Grand Island, Pairbury and Auburn bond pro- 


posals were carried by large majorities for the pur- 
pose of carrying on public works projects. The most 
pretentious of these was in the first named city, 
where the bond flotation is to amount to $184,000, the 
proceeds to be used for the extension of the sewer 
system. It is expected that a grant of 30 per cent 
will be obtained from the public works administra- 
tion. 


At Pairbury, where considerable public work has al- 


ready been done, the proceeds from the bonds are to 
be used for improving the water system, while at 
Auburn the money will be used for the purchase of 
machinery for the light and water systems. 


Under ordinary circumstances and conditions con- 


vincing arguments can be frequently made against 
the issurance of bonds, but conditions at this time 
are anything but ordinary. Thousands of people in 
Nebraska have for a long time been unable to ob- 
tain employment of any kind, and as a consequence 
vast numbers who are willing to work have become 
public charges. It is incumbent upon society to pro- 
vide these people with work. 


The federal government is carrying on a tremen- 


dous employment program, but it goes without say- 
Ing that each local community should do its share 
in meeting the existing emergency. It was to en- 
courage such action that the government at Wash- 
ington proposed to make an absolute grant of 30 per 
cent to such units as would undertake public works 
enterprises. This grant is sufficient to pay interest 
on such bonds as may be issued for several years. 


If all governmental units would work together at 


this time, there seems little or no doubt that all dif- 
ficulties might be overcome. Fortunately the peo- 
ple of many Nebraska towns appear alive to their ob- 
ligations. 


MORE SIGNS OF GRADUAL UPTURN. * 


A 


NOTHER contra-seasonal Increase in freight car 
loadings of American railroads during the week 


ended November 18, is looked for when the official 
figures are made public Friday. Advance estimates 
based on reports of a number of the carriers indi- 
cate a total of about 594,000 cars, which would be 
16,000 more than in the previous week and 18,000 
above the corresponding November week a year ago. 


Almost invariably at this time of year a shrink- 


age in volume of freight traffic is recorded. It is the 
normal thing even In normally prosperous tunes. For 
the trend to go upward In the period just preceding 
the advent of winter Is most unusual. That this 
should happen now furnishes great encouragement 
for continued progress toward the goal of general 
business recovery. 


There is a chance that before the end of the year 


the weekly carloadings will go above those of either 
1932 or 1931. Such a showing has been attained only 
once during the current year, although the total has 
run consistently larger than 1932 figures ever since 
last May. 


Western railroads are among those whose traffic 


Is holding up the best, some eastern lines which 
were lagging until recently, because of strike troubles 
cutting down the output of coal mines and steel mills, 
are coming back in good shape. The carloading sta- 
tistics reveal that nearly, all kinds of commodities 
are sharing in the present enlarged movement. 


Dun & Bradstreet's agency finds retail trade ex- 


panding as the fall season wears on, and there has 
been some increase of late in the rate of steel pro- 
duction, which a month ago was* on the down grade. 
Local mercantile business the country over is un- 
questionably better than it was a few weeks back. 


Among the factors which have brought about the 


improvement in trade and industrial activity, the 
drive undertaken by the national government to end 
unemployment and get men off relief rolls by putting 
them to work on local projects has contributed » 
great deal. The state of the public mind Is decided- 
ly more cheerful than before, as thousands of fami- 
lies who were faced with the prospect of depending 
on charity through the winter are returned to a self- 
supporting basis. 


Farmers, too, can see light ahead once more. They 


lave been substantially benefited by receiving cash 
bonus payments for reducing wheat and cotton acre- 
age, for young pigs and brood sows sent to market, 
and other things. Many of them have bad the shad- 
ow of foreclosure lifted from their homes by reason 
of financial help from Washington. And mean- 
while, the monetary policy tending toward moderate 
inflation has helped to bring about a noteworthy ad- 
vance in cereal prices. 


Only the livestock market still hangs back. This 


is undoubtedly due to excessive stocks of meat ac- 
cumulated by the packers and over abundant sup- 
dies of animals being offered at the present time. 
The governmental authorities will, of course, con- 
tinue their efforts to correct this situation and 
change conditions so that livestock growers and feed- 
ers may realize a better return on their animals.

The Voltaire conceived by Arllss Is a glowing fig-

ANTIDOTE FOR STRYCHNINE 
One of the few drugs which 
should be In the family medicine 
chest is the one usually known as 
"amytal." The 
reason for which 
it is usually 
taken is for its 
effect of induc- 
ing restful sleep. 
In spite of its 
efficacy in this, 
it seems to be 
about as harm- 
less as such a 
drug could be in 
the way of In- 
ducing habit or 
having 
poison- 
ous properties. 
But it also has 
a life-saving 
ability. It has 
been found to 
Dr. CtendeninsT 


be the perfect antidote to strych- 
nine. Now, strychnine poisoning is 
not a rare condition, has been fre- 
quently reported in children, espe- 
cially from swallowing pills which 
each contain only a small amount 
of strychnine, but because they are 
candy-coated the child swallows a 
great many. 


Up to within a few years ago, 
strychnine poisoning was almost in- 
variably fatal after any quantity of 
the drug had been absorbed. Some- 
times the use of chloroform or mor- 
phine diminished the convulsions 
and muscular spasms, but they did 
not neutralize the poison. Apomor- 
phine hydrochlorate. a drug which 
relaxes aad induces -vomiting, was 
proposed as an antidote a few years 
ago. but has not been found to be 
universally successful. 
Strychnine causes a particularly 
harrowing set of symptoms. The 
patient dies in what appears to be 
dreadful agony, with one convul- 
sion after another, accompanied by 
the agony of fighting for air as 
the respiration fails, rolling up ol 
the eyeballs, etc. 
m 1929 two American physicians 
reported the extremely favorable 
results thev had with the use of a 
substance similar to amytal in

strychnine poisoning. Recently this 
has been confirmed by other reports 
from the University of Pennsyl- 
vania. 


In experimental animals enough 
sodium amytal to Induce sleep and 
respiratory paralysis saved animals 
which were given ten times the 
fatal dose of strychnine. With the 
respiratory paralysis it was neces- 
sary to put the animals into an 
artificial breathing apparatus so 
life could be maintained until the 
action of the drugs wore off. Even 
a smaller dose of sodium amytal 
was able to save animals poisoned 
with six times the fatal dose, and 
did not cause respiratory paralysis, 
so that the breathing apparatus 
was not necessary. 


A typical case of its use was de- 
scribed from Sioux City, la., which 
concerned a girl who attempted sui- 
cide by taking strychnine. The 
physician saw her 20 minutes after 
her convulsions began. Her color 
was blue, her breathing very shal- 
low, and her whole body was 
thrown into spasm, with heels and 
head bent backwards and arms 
rigid over the chest. Four minutes 
after the antidote, which was a 
five-gram solution given directly 
into 
the 
vein 
by 
hypodermic 
syringe, she was resting comfortably 
and made a complete recovery.

Bank Ledger Dollars. 


Lincoln, Neb., Nov. 22 


To the editor of The Lincoln 


Star: Regarding 
the 
phase of 


lanking which will make devalua- 
lon of the dollar an idle gesture, 
I have at hand little statistical 
matter and must speak in general 
enns. But let us take 1928 and 
932 as our years for comparison. 
Those equipped with the statisti- 
cal data can figure the percen- 
ages for themselves. 
I have before me a piece of pa- 
per approximately 2% x 6 inches. 
The face of It contains a steel en- 
graving of Washington, and the 
word "one" and the digit "1" ap- 
pear in some twelve or thirteen 
places thereon. The vital message 
this: "This certsaes that there 
has been deposited in the treasury 
of the United States of America, 
}ne Silver Dollar, payable to the 
bearer on demand." 


Now, this certificate is of the 
series of 1928 A. and bears the sig- 
nature of A. W. Mellon, secretary 
}f the treasury. It is not likely 
hat it has been circulating all 
hese five years, for dollar bills 
wear out at a fairly rapid rate; 
mt, nicely obscured by a blue seal, 
hese words appear: "This certifi- 
cate is receivable for all public 
lues and when so received may be 
reissued." So that It is fair to as- 
sume that the actual silver dollar 
lying in a vault at the treasury has 
not been disturbed since the first 
certificate of the series of 1928 A 
was sent out on its mission of 
vicarious commercial use- 
That silver dollar during the five 
years it has been represented in 
commerce by a substitute, has had 
occur great changes in its value. 
In 1928 it was the equivalent In 
value of a certain quantity of col- 
on, corn, wheat, hogs, cattle,—it 
not essential that we know the 
exact ratio: and it would buy a 
:ertain portion of all commodities 
which enter into the making of an 
index number. Its value then was 
comparatively 
low because 
the 
values of things in exchange were 
comparatively high. 


In 1932 its value had doubled or 
nore than doubled when compared 
o corn, wheat, cattle, hogs, and so 
n. Its value had greatly increased 
phen measured by all things com- 
ng into the market place consid- 
ered as a whole. And yet that 
silver dollar, to all human prob- 
bility. had not been moved in the 
our years. 
What caused the 
change? 


In my Judgment, the creation of 
"bank ledger dollars" in 1926. 1927 
nd 1928 caused the low value of 
he silver dollar Iving in the vault 
t Washington—in other 
words, 
caused high prices of things. And 


ten thousand dollars, less the dis- 
count of the loan. 


But, arguing that the primary 
deposit (new) of ten thousand dol- 
lars will make a safe reserve of ap- 
proximately 30 per cent on new 
loans totalling 
$35,000, the loans 
will be made (by some bants—not 
all) and thus the circulating me- 
dium is increased approximately 
$35,000. For each of the depositors 
regards his account as "money in 
the bank," whereas there were only 
ten thousand dollars of tangible 
dollars as against $35,000 of bank 
ledger dollars, covering the nearly 
$45.000 increase in deposits. 


Now, when thousands of banks 
all over the United States are do- 
ing the same thing in expanding 


their derivative deposits, the re- 
sulting bank ledger dollars are 
just as effective in commerce as 
coin, and very much handler; but 
they do have the 
effect of de- 
creasing the value of all dollars, if 
there is a vestige of truth in the 
quantity theory of money. 


The stock market crash of 1929 
came as the direct result of over- 
-issuing these bank ledger dollars: 
and when the loans were called 
and the collateral to much of the 
brokers' loans having depreciated 
to such an alarming extent that 
many banks were ruined—then the 
bank ledger dollars went out of ex- 
istence and the actual money in 
existence rose in value because of 
the greatly decreased number of 
units. 
I see no possible 'way of having a 
stabilized dollar of unvarying pur- 
chasing power, without control of 
bank loans.

It was 
Inches short of a first down, but 
there still was another down 
left.

sive positions. There was no pro- 
test by any one and it was not 
until the matter was brought to 
the attention of the officials dur- 
ing the intermission that they 
admitted their error. Sauer 
kicked out of danger and the 
Pitt threat was over for the mo- 
ment." 
Mr. Dmley anqoesUonablr told 
the straight of It with reference 
to the miscount of the downs, 
but I looked in rain in his ac-

Prices Plunge On Wave 


Of Selling On Stop- 


Loss Orders. 
CHICAGO, 111.. Nov. 2 


Much selling on stop-loss orders plunged 


wheat prices down late today almost 4 
cents a bushel. 
The tumble of values carried the wheat 


market to below the prices which prevailed 
when the United States government started 
its gold-buylnj; .program on October 25. 
Monetary conditions today overshadowed 
all other (rain market factors. 
Wheat closed flurried. 3V» to 3'/i cents 


under yesterday's finish. December 8«i, 
84'/»c, May 87 '/•!«(: %c. 
Corn 234 to 3U 
cents down. December 43%irj.%c. May 50>/-j 
fe50?ic. Oats Hi to 2 cents off. and pro- 
ivslons varying from 40 cents decline to 
a rise of 25 cents. 
Material downturns of grain values took 


place early today. Monetary developments 
overnight were construed as bearish, and 
so too were reports of wheat moving from 
western and northwestern markets to Chi- 
cago. Opening Vt to 1- cents lower, wheat 
afterward sagged further. 
Corn started 


at Vt to '/» cent decline, and later under- 
went additional setbacks. 


More than 2 cents a busbel break In 


wheat prices was soon witnessed. Let ups 
in selling pressure led at times to inter- 
mittent rallies, but buying was not aggres- 
sive 
and market 
downturns 
recurred. 


Liquidation of December holdings of wheat 
was a disturbing factor. 
Apparent certainty that 5,000,000 acres 


would be added to United States bread 
wheat production attracted considerable 
notice. This prospect was regarded as the 
outcome of Italy's announcement that no 
future Importations of wheat would be 
permitted. 
As Italy has been the chief 


outlet for durum wheat from the United 
States, the kind of wheat used for maca- 
roni, there seemed no alternative but to 
transfer domestic durum acreage to bread 
wheat production, or CD produce durum 
with prospects of little demand or prob- 
ably large discounts. Corn and oats prices 
followed the wheat market downgrade. 


Provisoins reflected weakness of cereals, 


notwithstanding a rise of hog values. 


Corn weakened in sympathy with wheat. 


There was 16.000 bushels of yellow corn 
sold to exporters by Chicago handlers. 
and the seaboard said these were indi- 
cations of a general demand developing 
for American corn. Country offerings to 
arrive were not large, and advices sug- 
gested that farmers were paying more at- 
tention to prospects of .obtaining 
from 


the government 5 cents a bushel for corn 
in cribe. Eastern demand was only fair. 


About mid-session, wheat was 1 to 1% 


cents under yesterday's finish, and corn 
was 1 to !'/« cents down. 
Corn receipts in Chicago today totaled 


183 cars, against 320 a week ago and a 
holiday the corresponding day last year.

NEW YORK, Nov. 23—(INS)—The cold light of morn- 


ing looks strange and unreal today, after a night at the 
Bronx coliseum so completely bizzarre as to suggest the mad 
scene from Hamlet and a chapter from Poe. No single, 
straight-away story here; it is as many as 10 stories in one, 
each an episode in itself, disclosing a series of swiftly mov. 
ing scenes of drama and blood; of Tommy Loughran, the 
man who refused to lose, and Ray Impellittiere, who would 
not win. 


Ordinarily it would be simpler to 
say that Loughran won the unani- 
mous decision over the giant Im- 
pellittiere, the noble experiment, the 
five-year creation at the end of 10 
rounds. 
That, however, would be 
less than the truth. Loughran did 
win by a decision in the tenth. But 
first he lost by a technical knock- 
out in the sixth. It all sounds very 
itrange—but so was the evening. 
Hothing like it has ever happened 


In a New York ring. Probably not 
again will it happen here or any- 
_where. 
The fight seemingly xtas 
•over. 
The referee, Pete Hartley, 
had awarded it to Impellittiere on 
a knockout. The giant had gone 
back to his corner, to sit down and 
•mile knowingly upon those about 
him. But Loughran would not have 
it so. 
Referee Overruled. 


His mouth a ghastly ruin from 
which the blood 
cascaded down 
upon his chest, he refused to abide 
by the ruling but instead circled 
Hartley, protesting volubly. Failing 
here, he turned to the crowd and 
threw his arms wide in a gesture of 
mute appeal. He danced, he capered, 
be wanted to show that he was 
feady and willing and able to go 
in. Suddenly, he caught the eye of 
General John Phelan, boxing com- 
piission chairman, and forsook *11 
previous tactics to make his appeal 
personal and direct. 
It was enough First, the general 


nodded violently. Next, he shouted 
at Hartley, who looked perplexed. 
Then he waved his arms in a ges- 
ture meant to illustrate the coming 
together of two prize-fighters, upon 
which Hartley looked first distressed 
and then relieved. With a nod, he 
waved his hands, too and finally 
the round went on. with the crowd 
of more than 6,000 in an uproar. 
They were still screaming as the 
bell sounded in a din so violent that 
even the timekeeper didn't hear it. 
Lonphran the Master. 
This ended the round. It might as 
well have ended the light. 
From 
that moment Loughran never so 
gallant as when threatened with 
this overwhelming ignominy, was 
the complete master. He danced in 
and out with lightning Jabs to take 
the seventh. He stabbed this amaz- 
ingly agile giant with lefts 
and 
rights to take the eighth and, in 
the ninth, he caught his man dff 
balance with a straight left that 
drove him back on his heels. 
•The tenth was even and unevent- 


ful, but that did not matter. For 
Impellittiere the laboratory crea- 
tion and five years in the making, 
had by then lost a fight he hafl 
already won. 
He had first suc- 
ceeded and then failed. 
Seventy 
pounds heavier than Loughran, who 
weighed 185%, it had taken fi\V 
years of painstaking effort to bring 
him up to this premiere—and he 
couldn't even win for a referee who

ON BARRING JEWS 


Hitler Government Will 


Ignore Protest Filed 


By A. A. U. 


BERLIN. Nov. 23—(INS)—Despite 


the decision of the American Ama- 
teur Athletic Union to boycott the 
Olympic Games in Berlin in 1936 
unless discrimination against Jew; 
was removed, the naxl government 
today had issued a new order reg- 
ulating the admission of Jews to 
German athletic organizations. 


The order, promulgated by Hans 
Von TschammerHOsten, supreme 
athletic authority in Germany, pro- 
vides that all persons elected to of- 
fices or boards of German athletic 
organizations must meet the gov- 
ernment decree for "the restoration 
of professional civil service," which 
bars all Jews. 


Acceptance of "non-Aryan mem- 
bers" hj athletic clubs is left to the 
decision 
of 
the various athletic 
leagues and individual clubs. 


However, since all clubs and 
leagues have been put under nazi 
rule, enforcement of the Aryan 
rule becomes automatic. One news- 
paper here says: 
"The protest of the American 


Amateur Athletic Union is a com- 
plete impossibility and represents 
the dirty handiwork of agitators 
who want to undermine Germany's 
position abroad."

ROOSEVELT PLAN 
FOR INFLATION 
HIT BY WARBURG 


Banker Aligns Himself 
With Sprague Against 


Monetary Policy. 


PHILADELPHIA. Nov. 23—(#)— 


President Roosevelt's m o n e t a r y 
goals of controlled inflation and a 
dollar of constant purchasing pow- 
er have a new but "reluctant" op- 
ponent in James P. Warburg, who 
has been looked upon as unofficial 
economic adviser to the chief ex- 
ecutive. 
In a surprise address at the 


American 
Academy 
of 
Political 


Science, the New York banker ex- 
pressed doubt last night that such 
a dollar is possible and said he did 
not believe "there Is any such 
thing as controlled inflation." 
"What I reluctantly oppose," he 


told an audience that jammed the 
gilded ballroom of the Bellevue 
Stratford hotel, "are some of the 
methods by which he (the presi- 
dent) seeks to attain his goal, some 
of the misconceptions that seem to 
becloud his purpose and the dis- 
regard of the accumulated experi- 
ence of centuries manifested by all 
too many of his advisers." 


Aligned With Spraffue. 
By his unexpected stand, War- 


burg, who -was financial adviser to 
the American delegation to the 
world economic conference, aligned 
himself with Dr. O. M. W. Sprague, 
recently resigned special adviser to 
the treasury who has embarked on 
a campaign to arouse public senti- 
ment against the administration's 
monetary program 


Warburg also revealed for the 


first time that he had resigned 
from the delegation to the eco- 
nomic conference after receipt io 
the president's message espousing 
a dollar of fixed, purchasing power. 


He kept his resignation secret, he 


said, still "hopeful of being able to 
convince the president 
that it 


would be a mistake to continue his 
pokey of monetary uncertainty and 
experimentation." 


Continuing his attack, Warburg 
declared he is opposed to con- 
trolled Inflation "even if, contrary 
to history, it does not become un- 
controlled," and he asserted it is 
"up to the latent majority to let 
the president know that the Amer- 
ican people axe ready to face what- 
ever suffering there may be in a 
slow, orderly process of recovery." 
Thomas and Fisher Speak. 


Warburg also disagreed with the 
monetary views of Prof. Irving 
Fisher 
of Yale university 
and 
United 
States 
Senator 
Elmer 


Thomas of Oklahoma, both of 
whom spoke at the-same meeting. 
Fisher termed 
the president's 


policy with regard to 
currency 
"substantially right." 
Senator Thomas expressed himself 


"as much opposed to Inflation—the 
improper, excessive and over-issue 
of either currency or credit as any 
money-changer in Wall street." 
Continuing, Warburg said: 
"I do not oppose the use of gov- 
ernment funds to relieve distress or 
to stimulate intelligently the nat- 
ural sources of employment, but 
when the government sets out to 
spend more money than it can re- 
pay by bearable taxation, it sets 
out to render void whatever con- 
structive action it ma yotherwise 
have taken. 
"I do not share the lew of those 
who think that we have crossed the 
bridge already, but I do think that 
we are perilously near the point 
where retreat will become impos- 
sible." 


All wage earners would be hurt 


Norm Believes Country Is Back Of 
President And That Inflation Needed 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22—W — 
Senator Norris of Nebraska came 
back to town to assert "My own 
idea is that we've got to have infla- 
tion." The republican independent, 
whose influence has been a powerful 
factor in national legislation for 30 
years, brushed aside any idea that 
he might be sorry he supported 
President Boosevelt in the last cam- 
paign. 
"I am satisfied thus far with what 
he has done and tried to do," he 
said emphatically. "If we had an 
•election tomorrow, I think he'd be 
elected by as big a majority as he 
had before. I think the country is 
with the president." He outlined a 
project for the Missouri and its 
tributaries similar to the Tennessee 
valley development. He said he irf- 
tended to introduce the Missouri 
river measure at the next session 
and to rush "it as far as I can." 


Gold Policy Right. 
The Nebraskan thought the ad- 
ministration's gold policy was in the 
right direction and as f or O. M. W. 
Sprague, treasury adviser who re- 
signed with an attack on the meth- 
od pursued, "If he wants to quit, 
why let him quit." 


"We've got to have financial nol- 
cles." he said, "to enable men in 
debt to pay what they owe. They 
can't do it now." 
The senator said he favored the 
use of any of the power given the 
president to expand currency and 
credit. 
- 
' 


"I'd vote for the bonus," he said, 
"if that were necessary to bring 
inflation. Furthermore. I favor an 
issue of currency to take up the 
billion and a half in fourth Lib- 
erty loan bonds that are to be re- 
tired in April" 


Senator Norris said he foresaw a 
stout fight on the inflation issue in 
the next congress, with a possible 
realignment of party lines on the 
matter, but as for a division into a 
liberal ana a conservative party, he 
wasn't hopeful. 


Politics Not Logical. 


"That would be logical," he said, 
"but politics isn't logical. But I 
do think the people in general are 
paying less attention to party lines 
than ever before. They are waking 
up 'and thinking a little." 


He doubts that the St. Lawrence 
waterways treaty will be ratified at 
the next session because of powerful 
opposition, "including the so-called 
power trust, but it will be ratified 
in time." 
The sonator said the national re- 
covery administration had moved 
too fast and the public works pro- 
gram too sloy. But he advised 
"patience" and «id he thought 
N. R. A. could be modified and en- 
forced. 


"How about the A. A. A.?" be was 
asked. 


Norris laughed heartily and re- 
plied: 
"I think it's doing its best."

It Is unquestionably true that 


master players are more Inclined 
to overbid than the average player 
or th«s beginner. This Is a natural 
enough fault as the more skilled 
one is in the play, the more likely 
he is to be optimistic about his 
ability to extract the last possible 
trick from the combined holdings. 


An example in which overbidding 


was redeemed by beautiful and ac- 
curate play, involving the taking of 
what on its surface appeared to be 
an unnecessary finesse, occurred in 
a recent team-of-four game in New 
York City, in which Messrs. Walter 
Malowan and Julian Earth were 
partners.

North and south unquestionably 


had overbid their hands to reach 
the final contract of six clubs with 
north as declarer. When Mr. Barth 
studied the dummy, after east had 
made an opening heart lead, he re- 
alized that the prospect of making 
his contract was far from easy. All 
he needed to find was a successful 
finesse in clubs, a successful finesse 


in spades and the ability to take a 
finesse In diamonds for the neces- 
sary entry cards. If all these things 
happened and the trump suit broke 
3-2, 
then the contract could be 


made. An average player would be 
appalled by the task which con- 
fronted him. but Mr. Barth went 
to work. He won the first trick 
with the ace of hearts in dummy, 
then led the nine of clubs. When 
west failed to cover, he permitted 
the nine to ride, and east won with 
the ace. East returned another 
heart, which Mr. Barth ruffed in 
his own hand, and now led a small 
diamond, finessing the nine In 
dummy. This beautiful play. In- 
volving the risk of losing a trick 
in diamonds, was necessary because 
of the need of entries In the dum- 
my, both to pick up the club queen, 
now marked in west's hand, and 
to finesse the spades. When the 
diamond finesse held, the adverse 
clubs were drawn, and the "un- 
necessary" finesse on the fourth 
trick gave Mr. Barth the oppor- 
tunity to later take the spade 
finesse and thus fulfill a much 
too ambitious contract. 


Today's Question. 


When an adversary has revoked 
and I discover it on the next trick, 
am 1 forced to take a two-trick 
penalty and let the revoke stand 
even though in the end I will lose 
three tricks by it? 


Answer: You should never be al- 


lowed to suffer because a revoke 
has been made. You are allowed to 
call back the previous trick and 
make the offender play a correct 
card. In that case you may call the 
card played in error an exposed 
card or make the offender play his 
highest or lowest of the correct 
suit to the previous trick.

Senator Norris indicated today he 
planned to ask the public works 
administration to reconsider its un- 
favorable decision on the North 
Loup power-irrigation 
project.

there was insufficient demand for 
its power and that its irrigation 
would bring new land under culti- 
vation. 


While Norris has declined to pro- 
test decisions of the PWA, he said 
he would call attention to the real 
demand for power in that area and 
the fact that all land to be irri- 
gated under the project already is 
under cultivation. 
E. H. Dunmire, engineer for the 
$2,905.000 project, said it was "not 
defeated by any means."

CHICAGO, Nov. 23—(AP«—The 


recent 
downward trend In 
the 


wholesale fresh pork market. Wil- 
liam Whitfield Woods, president of 
the Institute of American Meat 
Packers, said today has resulted m 
a drop of from 18 to 39 per cent in 
current prices compared with prices 
early in the month. 
"Fresh pork loins," he said, "have 
declined from 24 to 33 per cent dur- 
ing the last two weeks, the decline 
varying according to the weight of 
the loins. Fresh 
pork shoulders 


have declined about 25 per cent, 
fresh butts about 30 per cent, and 
sparerlbs about 18 per cent." 
He attributed the drop to the re- 
cent heavy marketing of hogs ,ln 
relation to the demand. Supplies of 
other fresh meats also have been 
relatively large, he said.

CHICAGO. Nov. 33—(AP)—Sam- 


uel Insull. who has been living: In 
exile in Athens, Greece, since his 
utility empire tottered and crashed, 
will have to get along after this 
year without the $21.000 annual 
pension four of the concerns he for- 
merly headed have paid him. 
Announcement that directors of 
the companies decided to discon- 
tinue the annual payments was 
made by George A. Ranney, vice 
chairman of the companies. 
"The 
directors have 
carefully 
considered this question for some 
time," Ranney said, "and came to 
the decision that the continuance of 
the payment of Mr. Insull's pension 
is detrimental to the best interests 
of the companies and stockholders." 
Final payments will be made De- 
cember 31.
